On May 14, 2021, the New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services (NHDES) Wetlands 
Bureau reviewed the above-referenced Standard Dredge and Fill Wetlands Permit Application 
(Application). Pursuant to RSA 482-A:3, XIV(a)(2) and Rules Env-Wt 100 through 900, the 
NHDES Wetlands Bureau determined the following additional information is required to complete 
its evaluation of the Application:  

1. In accordance with Env-Wt 904.05 (g) Plans for a Tier 3 stream crossing shall be dated and 
bear the signature and seal of the professional engineer who prepared or had responsibility for 
and approved them, as required by RSA 310-A:18. Please forward final plans dated that have 
been stamped by a professional engineer.  

Response: Dated final plans have been stamped by a professional engineer and are attached. 

2. The proposed Turbidity Sampling and Control Plan for In-Water Work (per application Appendix 
Q) has been reviewed and NHDES revisions dated May 13, 2021 have been included for 
finalization of in-water work monitoring and sampling.
